Interesting Notes From Our Cor- 


respondent at National Capital. 


Washington, D. C., February S, 1916. 
Party lines were erased as the two 


first bills to strengthen the Navy un- 
animously passed the House of- Re- 


, presentatives. 
Shortly before the 
vote Champ Clark stepped down 
from the Speaker's rostrum and took 
charge of the fight for the administra- 
tion's preparedness measures. James 
R. Mann, the Republican leader, 
fought by the Speaker side for ade- 
quate national defense. 
The bills, though of momentous im- 
portance in themselves, represented 
the first question relating to the great 
issue now before Congress to be 
brought to a vote. One provided for 
adding about 300 midshipmen to the 
roster of the Naval Academy "at An- 
napcilis. The other called for equip- 
ping' the navyyards at New York and 
Mare Island for the construction of 
two battleships. 
The action of Speaker Clark in 


taking his place in the "well" of the 
-Housfe chamber was regarded as high- 
ly significant as to the future of 
President Wilson's preparedness pro- 
gram. 
It was taken to mean that 
Mr. Clark, the most seasoned parli- 
amentary veteran of either branch 
of Congress, has decided to furnish 
the real leadership which has been so 
woefully lacking in the fight for nat- 
ional defense since Congress conven- 
ed last December. 
- President Wilson returned Friday 
afternoon from his western trip. It 
was. announced that he was tired 
from his trip and could not see Sec- 
retary Lansing that night in regard 
to the .latest German proposals for 
settlement of the Lusitania case. On 
Saturday the President kept holiday 
hours, and in the afternoon played 
^ his usual game of golf.

EO'RGE WASHINGTON, the 
commander of the American 
armies, knew better than any- 
one else the offensive and de- 


fensive value of the forces under him; 
and he has left a vivid written record 
of the relative value of untrained 
short-term men and of a disciplined 
long-term body made of individuals of 
the same class. He plainly expressed 
his opinion, fully confirmed by military 
men since his time, of the army need- 
ed by this country' when, soon' after 
,the disaster at Camden, he wrote to 
congress: "What we need is a good 
army, not a large one." 


• Probably no war was ever carried 
on where the one side was represent- 
ed in the field by so great a proportion 
of unorganized troops, not under a 
central national control, and no great 
commander, before or since, has" ever 
succeeded with so rapidly shifting a 
body of badly equipped men. 


Bunker Hill Analyzed. 


At the battle of Bunker Hill, an 


army of untrained American minute 
men and militia, under the command, 
however, of veteran officers like Pres- 
cott, Stark, Putnam and Knowlton of 
the higher rank, and among the lower 
officers a sprinkling of men experi- 
enced in the French and English wars, 
from behind intrenchments hastily 
erected, but of "value against low-pow- 
er armament, 
successfully resisted 


two attacks of well-organized and 
disciplined British, veterans, with a 
loss to the latter of 1,054 killed and 
wounded. But these same troops, by 
virtue not of superior individual cour 
age, fciit of their combined valor and 
discipline, were rallied by their well- 
' trained officers, made a third charge, 
and, although outnumbered, succeeded 
in driving the Americans, at'the point 
of the bayonet, from their trenches, 
their supply of powder being exhaust- 
ed and their "muskets not having bay- 
onets. 


The American 
force was justly 


proud of its resistance and of the 
heavy punishment it had inflicted, but 
the result was, in spite of its good 
fight, a defeat to its arms—perhaps 
only through failure in th"e quarter- 
master's department. 'The British, 
however, carried the hill on account 
of the better discipline of their line, 
the better control of their officers, and 
because their supply of ammunition 
was not exhausted. And they there- 
by prevented the success of the co- 
lonial military plan. 


Continental Weakness. 


This story in various ways ~as 


many times repeated in the war of 
the revolution, always with the same 
result. In spite of the brilliant gen- 
eralship 
of 
Washington, 
Greene, 


Schuyler, Lee and others, the Ameri- 
cans did not win a single victory over 
the British regular troops when the 
latter were not outnumbered. 


A brief examination of the powers 


of the Continental Congress will show 
what were the chief causes of this 
weakness in our armies that led so 
near to the collapse of our -national 
defense and caused the intense anxiety 
and distress to Washington and the

; seeing, as was proved eventually, that 
victory for* the colonies could be won 
only by the long-term organized and 
disciplined continentals, composing "a 
small but good army." 


Squabble Over Officers. 


Congress in the winter of 1775, rec- 


ognizing the necessity of raising troops 
to take the place of those whose terms 
expired, resolved to provide twenty- 
six regiments, with power to Wash- 
ington to select the officers, which re- 
sulted in many perplexities for him 
and his general officers, for, as Wash- 
ington wrote, "Connecticut wanted no 
Massachusetts man in her corps. Mas- 
sachusetts could see no necessity for 
having a Rhode Island man in hers 
and New Hampshire says it-is very 
hard that her experienced 
officers 


should be discarded .because her own 
regiments cannot provide for them." 


November 11 he wrote: "Many of 


the officers-expected promotion, others 
stood aloof to see what advantage they 
could make for themselves. The diffi- 
culty with the soldiers was greater, 
if possible, than with the officers. 
They refused to enlist unless they 
knew their colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
major and captain." 


Put Washington In Dilemma. 


Up to November 19 only 966 men 


had enlisted. By November 28 they 
had reached 2,500, and they all wanted 
furlough. 
Washington wrote: 
"Our 


situation is truly alarming,, and of this 
General Howe is well apprised, it be- 
ing the common topic of conversation 
when the people left Boston last Fri- 
day." In a private letter of the same 
time he wrote : "Such a dearth of pub- 
lic spirit, such stock jobbing and fer- 
tility in all the loj? arts to obtain ad- 
vantages in this great change of mili- 
tary arrangement, I pray God's mercy 
1 may never see again. What will be 
the end of these maneuvers is beyond 
my scan.

a single, body, but they were not 
trained in the systematic methods of 
great deliberative bodies; and above 
all represented one of the very weak- 
est forms of governmental power—a 
mere confederacy or league of several 
states or colonies and without real 
governmental functions. 


Although it assumed both executive 


and legislative powers, it had no au- 
thority to raise revenue and could only 
emit bills of credit, their redemption 
being pledged by the twelve "United 
Colonies." It is not singular that the 
states refused to surrender to this 
loosely connected congress the control 
of the militia, with officers of state 
selection, gathered by sacrifice, for the 
protection of its own state, not fore-

ing about thirty five hundred men. 
. . . After tlie 'last.' of this month our 
lines will be so weakened ttiat the 
minutemen and militia must be called 
in for our defense, and these, being 
under no kind nf government, will de- 
stroy the little subordination i have 
been laboring to establish and run me 
into one evil while I am endeavoring 
to avoid another. But the less must 
be chosen." 


After five years of experience in 


command of the armies, Washington 
thus expressed himself in 3 letter to

Martha Washington. 


Washington himself was a man of 
large property, and the wedding was 
one of the most brilliant that had ever 
been seen in a church in Virginia. 
Bride and .bridegroom were attired in 
all the magnificence which the fash- 
ions of that period made possible. 


When she was married to Washing- 


ton, Mrs. Custis had two children sur- 
viving of the four ot which she had 
been the mother.

Later 
in life these children died and Wash 
ington adopted two ot Mrs. Washu 
ton's grandchildren.

FIXING BAD SPOTS IN ROADS 


Temporary 
Expedients for 
Making 


Them Passable—Should Be Em- 


ployed Only in Emergencies. 


(From Weekly News tetter. United States 
Department o'f Agriculture.) 


Temporary repairs to roads are', or 


at least should be," cVmfine'd, to'emer- 
gency measures. In proportion to the 
results' obtaine'd, tempprary worths al- 
ways expensive and is never Justified 
by ordinary conditions. Unusual: con- 
ditions, however, often occur to plague 
the road man. For example, the clos- 
ing of a main highway to traffic be- 
cause of construction, repair or wash; 
outs may suddenly throw a heavy traf- 
fic for a short time on a little-used and 
probably unimproved byway. Clearly, 
In such a case temporary expedients 
are legitimate. 


The most common troubles met with 


In a .case of this kind are mudholes 
and ruts if "the soil is heavy, and dust 
and loose sand if the soil is light or 
sandy. 


On a clay or gumbo road mudholes 


usually cause the most trouble. As 
water is absolutely, necessary for the 
existence of a mudhole, any treatment, 
whether temporary or permanent in 
character, must provide for getting rid 
of the water. The first step is, there- 
fore, to dig a trench to the side and 
allow the water and mud to drain. If 
necessary, open up also the side 
ditches. Furthermore, remove all ot 
the soft mud left in the mudhole. The 
bottom of the trench should be filled 
with broken stone or coarse gravel so 
as' to provide a drain to prevent any 
further accumulation of -water. Gravel 
Is the best material for filling the old 
mudhole. If gravel is not available, 
use the best earth at hand, tamping it 
down in three or four-inch layers. If 
possible, spread a little gravel or sand 
over the new fill, which should be 
made slightly higher than the adjoin- 
ing road surface. The best treatment 
of all, however, is to keep the drain- 
age in good condition. Serious mud- 
holes will then rarely develop. 


Don't try to fill a mudhole without 


first draining out the water and re- 
moving the soft mud. Don't try to fill 
it with large stones, because if this is 
done there will soon be two mudholes 
instead of one. Don't try to fill a mud- 
hole with sods or similar material 
which absorb water readily. • 


On an earth or gravel road ruts are 


best treated with the drag. Don't be 
afraid .of dragging too often during a 
rainy spell. If a thin coat of sand or 
gravel be spread over the road sur- 
face when it has been softened by rain 
and then worked in by traffic and a 
liberal use of the drag, a poor earth 
road can be much improved and made 
to carry a surprisingly heavy traffic 
for a short time. 


In contrast to the clay or gumbo 


road, the sand road gives least trouble

during wet weather. On sandy roads 
anything that will prevent the free 
movement cf the sand particles will 
be of value. As long as the road is 
damp, the surface tension of the capil 
lary water acts as a binder and holds 
the separate grains of sand in place 
All efforts should, therefore, be direct 
ed toward preventing the sar.dy places 
from drying out, or to adding some 
binder. The addition of clay furnishes 
a positive binder and is re-ally the besl 
and most permanent treatment. The 
addition of any fibrous material sucli 
as straw, spent tan baric, sage brusli 
or pine needles is r' value and, when 
spread on tho road and covered with 
a thin coat of sand or allowed to work' 
into the. surface, will make an almost 
impassable sand road fairly good for a 
time. But tha best way to treat a bad 
place, whether en a clay or- a sanu 
road, is to treat it before it gets bad 
Immediate attention to small injuries 
will prevent later prolonged attention 
and extensive repairs to serious dam 
ages.

~ ~'By Gertrude Hockridge. 
The chief object of interest in the 


fold German town of Strasburg is the 
cathedral, which has stood now for 
'five centuries. Besides its fine arch- 
itectural beauty, its beautiful statues 
and stained-glass windows and gor- 
geous tapestries, it has a great astro- 
nomical clock, before which a crowd 
has for years gathered every day to 
see the mechanical wonders. 


The clock is not in the steeple, as 


is usually the case with church time- 
pieces, but on the ground floor inside 
of the cathedral. 
It is seventy-five 


feet high and eighteen feet wide, and 
was built seventy years ago by a 
celebrated Strasburg mechanic. 


Extending out lour leet in front 


is a globe of the world, which revol- 
ves every twenty-four hours.

of the globe there is a calandar which 
shoVvs the revolutions of each planet 
visible to the naked eye, the phases

Great quantities of water are sup- 


plied in gallon and half gallon bot- 
tles for domestic use. These are 
closed with ordinary corks. In using 


j tlie 
ivater from the bottles 
these 


corks are usually extracted with the 
hands and held in the hand until the 
water is poured out and then they 
are stuck back into the bottle. 
This 


may be done a dozen times before 
the contents is completely exhausted. 
Coming in contact with the hands as 
the cork does, it is often contaminat- 
ed by the hands which are unclean. 
Naturally whatever impurities are 
rubbed off on the cork are in turn 
pressed into the neck of the bottle 
to be washed out with the next glass 
of water poured through it. 


This may seem a simple matter 


but to those who are willing to go to 
extra trouble and expense to insure 
themselves a pure supply of water 
this sets all their pains at naught and 
contaminates otherwise pure water 
before it is consumed.

LENGTH OF IMMUNITY GIVEN 


BY VACCINATION 


For how long a time vaccination 


confers immunity from smallpox has 
long been a debated question. Dr. 
William H. Park of the Research 
Laboratory of the New York Board 
of Health has been investigating this 
subject and reports that it is wise for 
any one exposed to smallpox to be 
vaccinated if he has not been vac- 
cinated 
successfully 
within 
nine 
months. For nine months is the short- 
est period the Board of Health has 
been able to discover in which im- 
munity ceased. 


The usual period of immunity 
seems to be about seven years,butDr. 
Park recommends tfeat everybody be 
vaccinated about every five years 
when smallpox is at all prevalent, 
and says it is necessary that all per- 
sons bo vaccinated in infancy and 
again in childhooy to keep the popu- 
lation moderatelylliamune.

preparation which is 37% formalde-J 
hyde by weight) with water at the 
rate of 1 pound (a little less than" a 
pint) to 40 gallons of water.

over a gallon of solution will be 
needed for every bushel of dry grain. 
After sprikling, shovel the seed into 
a pile, cover it with sacks wet with 
the solution, and allow it to stand 
for at least two hours before spread- 
ing it out to dry. 


Precautions: The oats 
may be 


seeded as soon as dry enough to run 
through the drill. If the seed is still 
moist, however, the drill must be set 
to sow more to the acre than if it is 
dry. 
The quantity which should be 


sown may be determined by measur- 
ing a given bulk before and after 
treatment and figuring the propor- 
tion of increase. 
After treating do 


not expose the seed to freezing until 
it is thoroughly dry. 


Do not allow the treated seed ,to 


come into contact with old sackfe, 
bins or machinery in which there, may 
be smut spores. If such must be us- 
ed, scald them or wash them first 
with the formaldehyde solution.
